New Orleans, Oct. 19.—The Ameri- 
can Legion conventien today, amid 
wild. seenes, by a vote of 2 to 1, de- 
manded the removal from the Federal 
hospitalization. board of Brigadier- 
General Charles E. Sawyer, the Presi- 
dent’s percona] physician.

Open threats that the Legion wotld 
throw its full for¢e into politics in 
the next Presidential campaign were 
made at the ttme the resolution was 
Passed. The resolution was an over- 
whelming defeat for Colonel A. A. 
Sprague of Chicago, who reported 
that General Sawyer had agreed to 


follow the Legion’s plans in treat-]|

The convention was plunged into 
strife that smothered speakers and 
drove them from the platform in a 
debate over counter resolutions, one 
commending “the sincerity for the 
time being’? of General Sawyer and 
another demanding his removal for 
“unfitness.”

King, of the Minnesota department, 
was recognized by Past National 
Commander Emery, who was called to 
the chair by General Foreman. 

“Not a damn cent has been spent in 
Minnesota,” King said, “although 
statement after statement has been 
Made that the money has been allo- 
Cg: As for me, if I am the only 
Man to voice antagonism to General 
Sawyer, I'll voice it.” 

“I can tell you of buddies dying on 
the steps of hospitals in Minnesota, 
éwaiting to get in,” Adjutant King 
continued. “I hope, I pray, this 
amendment may be adopted.”

DISASTER RELIEF COST 


Red Cross Aided 145,000 Vie- 
tims in United States—Losses 


_ Fptat $30,000,000. , 


Seventy-two disasters, with hun- 
dreds reported killed and injured, and 
more than 145,000 either homeless or 
requiring assistance, called for emer- 
gency relief teasures and the ex- 
penditure of $1,441,486.36 by the 
American Red Cross during the fiscal 
year ending June 80, 1922, according 
to a statement based on the forth- 


coming annual report of the Red 
Cross. The greatest toll of life was 
taken by hurricane and_ tornado, 


while the overflowing of rivers, the 
breaking of dams and torrential rains 
drove the greatest number of people 
from their homes, The property loss 


was estimated at more than $30,- 
000,000. 
The year’s disasters reported Ifi- 


cluded twenty-six floods, nineteen tor- 
nadoes, fifteen fires, four epidemics, 
two theatre collapses, two shipwrecks 
(one an airship), and a bridge col- 
lapse, mine explosion, rallwgy colll- 
sion, and a drought. Of the Woods in 
the United States that at San An- 
tonlo, Texas, caused the greatest 


flood In the vicinity of Vicksburg and 
Natchez, Miss., forced 31,000 persons 
from their homes. 
A National Calamity 

In the Red Cross disaster rellef 
records there will probably remain 
for many years one calamity which 
touched nearly every state with a 
sense of horror and of loss. This was 
the distressing collapse of the roof 
of the Knickerbocker Theatre in 
Washington, D. C., resulting in nine- 
ty-six deaths and 125 persons injured.

Airship Crash Finds Aid at Hand 

The crash and destruction of the U. 
8, Army’s large airship Roma in Vir- 
ginia last February with the loss of 34 
officers and men and 11 injured was 
the first disaster of its kind to gall for 
Red Cross relief in this country. The 
suddenness of the accident tested the 
preparedness of‘the organization and 
of the Chapter at Hampton, Va., but 
the response was immediate and rellef 
furnished the survivors, also funds for 
the expenses of relatives of the dead, 
who came from long distances to claim 
their own. ; a 

In the year’s oversea record for aid 
rendered by the Red Cross are two 
fires in the Philippines, one !n Manila, 
which destroyed 1,000 homes, with a 
loss of $1,500,000 and 5,000 persons 
made homeless, the other at Tonlo, 
which drove 8,000 from their dwellings. 
In medical relief that was quick and 
effective the smallpox epidemic in San 
Domingo, which had a tota) of 22,000 
eases with 225 deaths in a single day, 
tested thefgeadiness of the Red Cross 
for actiongjand the same can be said 
of the SarngDomingo hurricane, which 
killed 12 Persons and reduced the 
homes of #82 persons to wreckage. A 
flood In S&m Salvador, with a death 
toll of 50 dnd 2,000 refugees, was also 
effectually {pandled by the local Chap- 
ter of the American Red Cross.
